Seasonal adjustment 

Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the 
estimated effects of normal seasonal variations from 
economic time series so the the affects of other 
influences are obvious, Seasonal variations are the 
systematic (though not necessarily regular) intra-year 
movements of economic time series. These are often 
the result of nen-economic phenomena, such as climatic 
changes, and reguiar religious festivals e.g. Christmas 
and Easter.
